KATSUCON 3 


AN IN DEPTH REPORT

March seventh, eighth, and ninth, nineteen ninety-seven. Virginia Beaches Holiday 
Inn Executive Center. Katsucon 3 was truly an unforgettable experience. 


DAY 1: 

As Scott and I arrived in Virginia Beach in the early afternoon I could feel 
the excitement building up as we drew closer to the Holiday Inn. ‘With Punk rock 
filling the air all around me we took exit 284-B, and then I could see the hotel. The 
music then seemed to suddenly disappear as I felt the excitement peak.

After registering I started by putting flyers and newsletters on the 
information table. To make a long story short, they didn't last long. At this point in 
time, the dealers room wasn't open yet. So Scott and I decided to stroll up to the 
front desk just to see if a room was available at this point. The gods must have 
blessed us. Amazingly there was one available. We got our keys and went to set up 
E.C.A.S. HQ for the weekend. After we unloaded our luggage, and I set up our 
stereo, I put a flyer up on our door as well as one up by the elevators telling what 
room we were in if anyone wanted information on E.C.A.S. We then received word 
that dealers room was open. It was time to go spend some money! 
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The Dealers Room 


For those of you that have never been to a con, the dealers room is one of the 
main reasons for going. You can find a lot of rare and hard to find stuff as well as 
some awesome deals. Considering this was my fourth Anime con, I went to see some 
dealers that I had made friends with in the past. I started by going to see my friends 
at San Francisco Laser Disc. They specialize in Anime CD's and LD's as well as 
models, tapestry's, and posters. As usual, she cut me some phat deals to say the least. 
As I bid them fair well for the time being, I ventured over to Kinokuniya 
Booksellers. Their name pretty much tells you what they specialize in, but for those 
of you that can't figure it out, BOOKS! They sell art books and film books, but their 
specialty is import manga. If you can't wait for it to come to the U.S., like myself, 
Kinokuniya is a great resource. If they don't have it, they'll see if its available, and 
you can mail-order it from them. After blowing a few bucks with them, I said good 
bye to Mina and told her I'd see her tomorrow. I had to conserve my cash. I was 
here for three days you know. I went and found Scott and we went back to the room 
for a while. 


Once back in the room I started to look at the Katsucon schedule book when 
I heard the first knock at the door. It was an Anime fan that wanted to know more 
about E.C.A.S. We talked for several minutes then he went on his way. I already 
had a feeling that this weekend was going to be nonstop work and play. Or is it that 
my work is play. Anyways, I then got back to looking at the schedule. Events were 
planned for the whole weekend and the viewing room was going to be running 
nonstop the whole weekend. (Unfortunately, I never made it to a viewing room the 
whole weekend, I was having to much fun with the rest of the con.) 

It wasn't to much later that I became bored with sitting in the room and 
decided it was time to explore and have some fun. I knew the hotel from the past 
two years, but what was going on, that was the question. As I started on my 
adventure I ran into a group of Sailor Scouts who told me about a party that 
evening. I thanked them for the invitation and told them I may show up, but I 
needed to see what else was happening. I explored for several hours, wandering into 
the dealers room from time to time, where I was drained of my money at a slow, but 
steady rate. 

Soon the evening came and Scott and I went out to pick up Chinese for 
dinner. After eating, another knock came at our door. As I opened it a familiar face 
stepped through, disguised by time. We began to talk about E.C.A.S. without 
realizing each others identity. Then a clue flew from the darkness and it was all 
clear. I asked him if he remembered Katsucon 1 and he replied yes. I asked him if he 
remembered the skater in the Hook Ups sweat shirt that he met. He said yes, and 
then it was clear. It was a strange thing, to say the least. His name is Don, but he 
goes by Plex, and he told us about Iscandars Lance, an Anime trading club that him 
and his crew were starting. We must have talked for an hour or so before he had to 
go. I told him we would see him soon, and then he left. 

Not to long after this Scott and I decided it was time to explore some more. 
The dealers room was closed and it was time for Anime Karaoke in the banquet hall. 
We proceeded to the banquet hall where we heard the worst singing ever. It took me 
a week to get my ears to stop bleeding. The show was funny though. Especially the 
girl who sang the BAKA song. But what made our adventure to go see karaoke so 
worthwhile was the two new friends we met, Carole and Rachel. These were two hip 
cats from Richmond, VA. We took our two new friends and went to find the first 
party that we could. 

After spending some time wandering around, we found a party that looked 
like it could be O.K. That was if the cops didn't come to break it up because they 
said it was to loud. Once the music was turned down and after a lot of people had 
left, the party resumed. By this time though, it wasn't worth it and Scott and I said 
goodnight to Carole and Rachel and went to our room. Once back in our room we 
sat around for a while. I read while Scott drew, then I drifted off. I think it was 
about two or three A. M., wae is early for ate} but I bain a much sleep the 
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DAY 2: 

I think I woke up around eleven A.M. and sat there and listened to Scott 
wander around the room before I acknowledged that I was awake. I sat up and 
knew it was time to go to work. I took a shower and got dressed. I grabbed my back 
pack and threw a bunch of flyers and newsletters and proceeded to the information 
table. I restocked the flyers and newsletters, which didn't last long, just like the day 
before. I then looked at a clock and realized it was almost time for the rest of the 
E.C.A.S. team to show up. They had decided to come on Saturday and stay for one 
night. Which was cool, as long as they made it. As I went towards the front desk 
Rollinda walked through the front door. Perfect timing. After checking them in I 
rushed them off to registration. I was ready to blow more cream on Anime. I'm 
going to stop to tell you who came now, because I don't want you to wonder who the 
hell I'm talking about if you hear their name come up later. Armondo Nunez, group 
Samurai. Rollinda, the voice of reason. Sun Ho, Mr. Hong Kong Cinema. Tim, big 
brother of the group. Damien, the quite one. 

After Tim went to San Fran LD and we had all spent a little cash, Rollinda 
and I decided it was time to go explore Va. Beach and pick up our friend from the 
bus station. I grabbed my bag, my Sony Discman and this dope ass CD that was 
mixed by Don from Iscandars Lance, and Rollinda and I left. We went to the bus 
station first, but Miko was not there yet. Miko, the party girl, with all her little 
secrets I will find out one day. Since her bus had not arrived yet, Rollinda and I 
went to the mall and got lunch. I also stopped by Sun Coast Video and picked up a 
copy of Weather Report Girl 2 (subtitled), since everyone at the con had sold out of 
it. We then went back to the bus station, but they said her bus was delayed. We 
decided to go back to the hotel for a while. Our greeting was not so warm though, 
considering that Mikos bus did arrive and she had taken a taxi to the hotel, long 
before we had shown up. 

Once hostilities were set aside I went to the dealers room to meet Robert 
DeJesus. With fans swarming all around him I fought my way through the mad 
horde and had a word with him. We set up a time for an interview, later that 
evening, and then I fought my way back out. I then decided to blow some more 
cream on some Gundam models (I had to, Gundam is my favorite series). 

Once I had left the dealers room for the last time that day, I went to Mr. 
Nunez's room. The drinking had begun. They had the VCR and Playstaion set up 
and a cooler full of brew. They were stocked for the evening. I sat down and opened 
a Pepsi (because I'm straight edge) and looked at the Katsucon schedule for a while. 
Around eight o'clock it was time to go to the room occupied by San Fran LD. They 
told us to come to their room that night and they would cut us mad deals, as long as 
we bought in bulk. The word bulk couldn't begin to describe how much we bought. 

After we finished our shopping spree on the third floor I met up with Carole, 
Don and Rachel. We all went to watch the music video contest and the costume 
contest. ( We only caught the tail end of the music videos, so I'm not going to bother 
writing much about them. What we did catch was hilarious though. )

our interview with Robert Dejesus. We met Mr. DeJesus and proceeded to the bar 
where we sat and talked for an hour or so before we left him and his friend to enjoy 
their drinks. 

I met back up with Carole, Rachel, and Scott and we went to Dons room and 
hung out with the Iscandars Lance crew. We sat and watched Mr. Bean for a while 
and laughed and talked before Scott, Rachel, and Carole decided to leave. I stayed 
for a while longer and then decided it might be fun to check out the dance that was 
going on in the banquet hall.

When I first arrived I thought the dance was gonna be pretty lame, but I was 
sadly mistaken. I saw Scott, Armondo, Sun Ho, Rachel, Carole, And Miko sitting at 
a table at the back.

, Once we were loaded up we wandered around for several hours and spent 
the last of our money. We then said our good-byes to all the friends we had met and 
known from before. We all promised to hook up at Otakon this year and wreak 
havoc on Baltimore. 

As for the trip home, it was pretty uneventful. We traveled through Norfolk 
Va. and saw the Navel base as well as some War Ships. The only other thing that 
sparked any interest on the way home was this bull we saw bangin’ this cow. 

The trip itself was as it should be, FUN! We met lots of new people and 
E.C.A.S. expanded greatly. For those of you that have never been to a con, you 
really should try to go to one. You don't know what your missing out on.

Anime Spotlight 


In this issue we spotlight one of the top U.S. Manga artists, Robert DeJesus. We were lucky 
enough to catch up with him at Katsucon 3 and set up an interview. 


Name: Robert DeJesus 
Home: Indiana 


RD: Robert DeJesus PC: Perfect Cell (E.C.A.S.) AN: Armondo Nunez (E.C.A.S.) 


PC: How long do you think you have been in the Anime and Manga scene? 

RD: Since my first published work was with Antarctic Press's Mangazine Volume two, 
Number 4. That was released in February of 1990, so I kinda make that my professional 
debut where I start doing comics. 

AN: That's not Dunken Heinz was it? 

RD: No, it was solutioners, it was an eight page story. But I'd say since 1990, that's when 
I sort of made my first big break into comics. But before that I'd say it was in high school 
where I was inspired with Manga and Anime. 

PC: What series influenced you? 

RD: I've liked cartoons ever since I was a kid. You know like Speed Racer, G-Force. 
PC: Robotech? 

RD: Yeah, Robotech. But I never realized that it was made in Japan. Then a friend of 
mine in High School, during freshman year, gave me a copy of Akira. I was like, this is 
pretty cool. Akira blew me away. Also an issue of Dr.Slump, which is pretty hilarious. It 
was those two books kinda got me started in Manga and Anime. I started to know where 
it was coming from, which was in Japan, and I wanted to get more and more books. But 
that was back when it was tough. 

PC: Did you get to catch Dr.Slump in any of the viewing rooms this weekend. It was on 
the schedule. 

RD: No. I saw it on the schedule, but didn't get to see it. 

PC: Some artists art work is influenced by music. Is your art influenced by music in any 
way? 

RD: I wouldn't say it's a specific genre of sound or music. You know, anything that just 
gets the juices flowing, I like. Could be classic, could be Anime soundtracks, could be 
movie back ground music. 

AN: It pretty much depends on your mood. 

RD: Yeah, yeah. It depends on what type of story I'm looking for. If I want comedy I go 
for the goofy type music like Ranma or something like that. The action would be a lot of 
stuff that the London Symphony Orchestra does. They do stuff for Star Wars and a lot of 
action films. A lot of that is creating the world, then the music helps get the world going 
and you just create stories from that. 

PC: Considering that some Anime series, like Dr.Slump for example, may never make it 
to the U.S., how do you feel about organizations like J.A.I.L.E.D. trying to snuff out 
bootleggers and fan subbed Anime? 


RD: I'm not to familiar with the political side of the subbers and dubbers, and the 
professional video companies that bring this stuff over here. I think its a big waste of time 
for them to hunt down people who do this just for fun. Especially if it's videos they don't 
even plan on releasing here in the states to begin with. 

PC: I had talked to you at Otakon once before about Thor Thorvaldson. Have you been 
keeping up with his work? 

RD: Do you mean the stories he has been doing for Ninja Highschool? 

PC: He was just recently published with his own book. 

RD: Oh really! , 

PC: It's called Druid Warrior Grace. I think he sent a story synopsis to Antarctic Press. 
The reason I ask is that we did an interview with him in our last newsletter. He's been 
published with this independent company out of Fayetteville, N.C. called Brain Storm 
Comics. I know for a fact that he said he had turned a submission into Antarctic Press but 
they turned it down. I was just wondering if you had kept up with any of his work? 

RD: I probably wouldn't have seen the story synopsis if he had sent to Antarctic Press. 
But I do like the stories and shorts he's been doing in Girls of NHS and the Swimsuit 
issue. 

PC: How do you feel about the way the Anime / Manga scene has grown? The scene has 
taken a mainstream approach, do you think this is good or bad? 

RD: Well, I think it's great. In a way it kinda feels like, but not me personally, all fans who 
liked it years ago, finally accomplished something. Anime is fun to watch and its great, and 
now its all over the place. It feels like we've done our duty. Here's another thing that I 
explained to your friend earlier. Anime and Manga fandom in America has produced more 
fan videos, subbing, animation and fan art than I have seen in the comic book industry. 
Anime fans do something. They just don't sit there and read the books, and I'm glad to see 
that, because when they.do something they want to present it to somebody else. Then they 
see that, they like it, and then they want to get involved with it to. It just chain reacts from 
that. I can only see it helping the comic book industry now. 

PC: How do you feel about the new breed of American Anime / Manga artists crawling 
out of the woodwork? It seems that since the Anime / Manga scene has gone so 
mainstream, they're popping up everywhere. 

RD: I like seeing people watching Anime and Manga being driven to the point of saying 

" T have to learn this style myself”. 

AN: Any words of wisdom to those who are trying to get into the business? 

RD: Start young and practice a lot. If you get rejected, just pick yourself up and dust 
yourself off and start all over again. Because for every rejection that's just one step 
towards acceptance. Learn as much as possible. Just don't concentrate on cool looking 
character designs. Concentrate on doing nice backgrounds and just everyday stuff that 
people see. Even some of the famous comic book artists still can't draw cars or animals. 
Concentrating on doing the characters is cool and all, but if you can master some of the 
simpler stuff, that's impressive all on its own. 

PC: How long have you been with Antarctic Press now? 

RD: I was heavy into Antarctic, I'd say '91 through '94. But it's been off and on lately. 
AN: You've been doing lots of freelance work. ,; 


RD: Yeah, freelance doing work for who ever I feel like working with. When your living 
with Antarctic Press it's like " your with us and you have to do work for us" . They 
frowned on doing other work. They really didn't show. It was like, "O.K., your doing 
some outside work, but we would rather see you do work for us ". I'm just a guy who 
likes to float around. : 

PC: Are you planning on going to anymore cons this year? Particularly Otakon? 

RD: Otakon! I have to go to that one. 

PC: Really? Why? Have you already obligated yourself? 

RD: I like going to Otakon. The people who work there are very nice to me. 

PC: You like Baltimore then? 

RD: Baltimore? I didn't have the chance to look around, but I did like the hotel and all the 
people who showed up. 

AN: It was nice. 

PC: You ought to get a chance to look around the city. 

AN: Next time when you see us in Baltimore we'll go out and eat Japanese. 

PC: Baltimore is a really nice city. Its one of the nicest cities I've ever been to. Anyways, 
in '97 do think the Anime industry is going to increase or decrease. 

RD: I think it will still increase, every year. There are kids now who may not be into it, 
but next year they'll be old enough to go shop on theif own and pick up more comic books 
and stuff like that. With Dragon Ball and Sailor Moon, they may have lived a short life on 
the tube here in America, but some of the audience that they touched. You know, years 
from now, like us Speed Racer generation, we watched and we thought it was cool, but 
we thought nothing of it. But when you get a the chance to get a job and own a car, you 
see this Dragon Ball and Sailor Moon stuff and say I want to make a collection out of this, 
or draw or whatever. You may not see it now, but for Sailor Moon, I predict your going 
to see a lot more sixteen seventeen year old girls going to conventions. I'm also starting to 
see a lot more female attendants at Anime and Manga conventions than ever before. 
Which was unheard of years ago. 

PC: Yeah, I remember my first Katsucon. There were a few females but no where near 
this conventions female attendance. 

RD: Yeah, now you can't even swing a dead cat without hitting one. 

PC: Well that's about it for my questions, so I guess that sums it up. 


I would like to thank Mr. DeJesus for giving us the time to interview him and maybe we'll see 
him at Otakon, this August.

The Gundam Wing story is one of 
several Gundam stories that follow an 
alternate timeline from the original Gundam 
story. Gundam Wing begins with the five 
colonial Gundams falling to the earth to begin 
their mission of destroying key military 
targets and wreaking havoc on the military 
organization known as OZ. Each Gundam is 
piloted by a teenage boy who was selected and 
trained in their own special way to complete 
their specific mission for their colony. Each 
pilot knows nothing of the other until the 
series dives deeper into the story. As the story 
becomes more complex, friends as well as 
enemies are made. I would go further and tell 
you more about the story, but I myself have 
only watched episodes 1-4 at this given time. I 
would also love to tell you the end, but I don't 
even know that yet. Only episodes 1-12 are 
available, subtitled, at this time. I promise to 
keep you informed as I complete more of the 
series. 


Gundam Wing is not available in the 
U.S. and may be slightly difficult to find. The 
series has already aired on Japanese T.V. and 
is complete. It is currently being released in 
Japan on LD, but only episodes 1-12 have 
been subtitled at this time. Volume four, 
episodes 13-16, was just released, but is not 
available in subtitled form yet. Your best 
chance of finding this series is to check out 
your fan sub groups and trading clubs.
